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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the state your superin- 
tendent presents to the citizens of the town the following 
report of the schools for the year ending March 1, 
1884; 

We have had only four schools in session the past year. 
Owing to the small number of scholars in District No. 5, 
there has been no school. Two scholars from that dis- 
trict attended the Fall term of District No. 2. Five dif- 
ferent teachers have been employed, most of them expe- 
rienced and competent, and none beginners. We think 
our schools compare favorably with past years, and the 
teachers generally merit our most hearty approval for the 
faithful manner in which they have discharged their 
duties. 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


Miss Minne A. Ball, Warwick, Mass., teacher for the 
year. Miss Ball, although a stranger to us, came well 
recommended as a teacher, from a neighboring town. 
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Her methods of teaching were thorough and practical, in 
accordance with the spirit of the times, and adapted to 
the needs and duties of life rather than for show. We 
think this was a profitable school, but had the attendance 
been more regular the profit must have been greater. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


Miss Lila H. Mason, Sullivan, teacher for the year. 
The first term the attendance was good, and the school 
profitable. The attendance the second term, owing to 
sickness, was very irregular, and the term not so profit- 
able as it would otherwise have been. Satisfactory pro- 
gress was made in all the branches taught, especially 
reading and spelling. After a thorough and impartial 
examination of the maps drawn by the advanced class in 
geography, we gave Mabel I. Barrett credit for the best 
map of Asia; Emma J. Hubbard, Europe, and Edwin 
F. Nims, Africa. 


DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 
First term taught by Miss Hattie C. L. Wilson, of 


Sullivan. Weconsider Miss Wilson one of our most 
competent teachers. She has taught this school several 
terms previously, with good results, and this one we think 
equally profitable. A recitation compiled from the geo- 
graphical reader, geography, history and reference books 
owned outside of the school, gave striking evidence in 
favor of reliable reference books in our schools. Map- 
drawing has reached an eminent degree of excellence in 
this school. Second term, Miss Hattie J. Seaver, Har- 
risville, teacher. The attendance was remarkably good; . 
only nine half-day absences in ten weeks by ten pupils. 
For various reasons the examination at the close of this 
term was very unpleasant and school unsatisfactory. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR. 


Miss Ida J. Kenerson, Sullivan, teacher for the year. 
From the teacher and pupils being well acquainted and a 
mutual good feeling existing between them, the result 
was steady progress throughout the year.

We find recorded in the school registers hardly two- 
thirds as many visitors as last year; one term of fifteen 
weeks, the names of only seven visitors, and none of 
them parents. 

Through the benevolence of a few earnest workers for 
the good of the rising generation, we were enabled to 
place in our schools twelve copies of Scribner’s Geograph- 
ical Reader, and six copies of a monthly juvenile maga- 
zine, for supplementary reading. By exchanging the 
magazines only one-half of them have been used. The 
Standard Reader (Monroe’s) has been exchanged for 
Sheldon’s. Lossing’s School History was introduced in 
District No. 3, and we would advise that as histories are 
needed this kind be purchased, to maintain uniformity in 
text books. 

The Spencerian system in penmanship was preferred 
to the kinds in use and put into the schools, and if it 
proves satisfactory one kind of writing book is better 
than many. Good work in writing has been done in the 
last year. Specimens of better hand-writing can be 
found in the primary classes now than could be found in 
the middle classes two years ago. 

We found a good supply of systematic Drawing Books 
in one school and a very good beginning made in the art 
of drawing. 

Our school houses are generally in good repair and 
comfortable, the one in District No. 1 having been recently 
thoroughly repaired and painted inside and out, and the 
one in District No. 2 repaired and painted outside. But 
they lack the modern school supplies; some need better 
blackboards and wall maps and all need good reference 
books, a globe, numeral frames and such things as are 
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necessary for the convenience of the teacher and benefit 
of the scholars. 

We have sixty-eight enrolled scholars between the ages 
of five and fifteen,—38 boys and 30 girls. These chil- 
dren are intelligent, active and industrious, and promise 
to fill creditably the position of honored, respectable citi- 
zens if properly educated. As the future of our country 
must be decided by the intelligence, honesty and morality 
of its citizens, and the present members of our common 
schools must soon be entrusted with those duties which 
shape her destiny, and as the character of the individuals 
that make the one great whole is formed largely in early 
life, it behooves those now upon the stage of action to 
see to it that our common schools as well as our homes 
are what they should be. Children seldom originate, 
they only imitate. The language they use, whether 
proper or obscene, and their manners, refined or uncouth, 
are borrowed. Just as these children are found at home, 
rough or cultivated, representatives of the families to 
which they belong, they present themselves at the district 
school. Do we fully realize the situation of the teacher ? 
and is it to be wondered at that she sometimes makes 
mistakes and fails? Parents and guardians can destroy 
faster than twice their number of teachers can build up ; 
so, also, can one teacher destroy faster than a score of 
parents can build up. The only right way is for parents 
and teachers to work together, always remembering that 
were it not for bad management with children our houses 
of correction would need be one-tenth as large and the 
long list of crimes in the weekly journal would be mate- 
rially lessened. Then let us raise the standard of our 
common school system; let every effort be made to pro- 
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mote the highest good of all; even exclaim with the good 
parson of old, if need be, ‘‘ Wife, we must use sparingly 
of sugar and tea, for our children must be educated.”
